OPENING STATEMENT: 


On the morning of February 3, 2014, Internal Affairs investigators were informed of 
Category 3 use of for: ich occurred on February 2, 2014, at 1611 hours. Following 
the incident, Sespee lll sc taken to La Palma Intercommunity Hospital for 
medical treatment. During his treatment which included a Computed Tomography 
Scan (CT Scan), the CT Scan revealed Suspect had a fracture to his back. 
Unaware of this circumstance, the crime scene was not preserved. Upon being notified 
of the incident, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) Force Roll-Out Team consisting of 
Lieutenant Todd Weber and Sergeants Julien Olivier and Carlos Flores responded to 
Cerritos Station. Sergeant Julien Olivier was given the responsibility of the Force 
Review Investigation. 


This investigation is based on statements by involved deputies, witnesses at the 
scene, information obtained during the investigation, along with written documentation 
included in the Incident Report and Supplemental Reports.

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SYNOPSIS: 


On Sunday, February 2, 2014, at 1610 hours, a 
received by Cerritos Sheriffs Station.

disturbance phone call was 
stated he needed the 
police to respond to his home because his ill 
(Suspect MMM was on drugs, and going crazy. Units 232, Deputy Myrna Parino, 
230T, Deputy Ramiro Arguello, 230S, Sergeant Ty Lauderdale, 231, Deputy Luke Liu, 
and 233A, Deputy Donald Diaz, responded to the location. 


Upon arriving to the location, Deputy Parino and Deputy Arguello spoke to 
in front of the location told them that his ES uspect was 


inside his house, and was going crazy and had tried to attack him. The deputies 
instructed walk up to the front door of the location with them. The deputies 
had ell into the house for Suspect [to come out. Moments later, 
Suspect lexited his bedroom (located on second floor), while holding two large steak 
knives in his right hand. Suspect had a glazed look in his eyes, his clothing was 
disheveled, and he was holding the knives up around his shoulder area. He began 
pacing back and forth while commands were being given to him to put the knives down. 
He would not comply with their commands and asked that they kill him because he did 
not want to live anymore. After numerous commands were given to put down the 
knives, Suspect complied by dropping the knives on the second floor. 


Suspect was instructed to come down stairs and he complied. Once he reached the 
bottom of the stairs, Deputy Diaz grabbed Sus ect [Es left arm and Deputy Liu the 
right arm in order to handcuff him. Suspect began resisting by twisting his body and 
tensing his arms, not allowing them to put his arms behind his back. While struggling 
with Suspect fi Suspect dropped to his knees. He was then guided to the 
ground and onto his chest. After numerous commands were given to stop struggling, 
they were able to force his arms behind his back. Deputy Arguello then handcuffed 
Suspect behind his back. 


Suspect J was escorted to a patrol car and placed inside. Suspect Jbegan 
banging his head on a window and kicking the inside of the vehicle. As a result of 
Suspects behavior, Deputy Liu hobbled his legs.

The tile floor where Suspect [was handcuffed was wet due to 
rain water. 


Sergeant Ty Lauderdale activated his body camera upon arriving to 
the location, and videotaped portions of this incident. As he 
approached the front door, Deputy Arguello can be heard saying, 
“Put the fuckin knife down.” He uses the word “Fuckin” 
approximately four times. Sergeant Lauderdale then leaves and 
retrieves a shotgun from his vehicle. When he returns, Suspect 
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is seen coming down the stairs. Deputy Parino is heard telling 
Suspect to go to his knees but he did not comply. Suspect 
is then grabbed by deputies and a struggle ensues. Due to 
Sergeant Lauderdale’s positioning and the angle of the camera, a 
majority of the force is not seen on video, but can be heard. See 
Exhibit C to review the videotape. 


Since this incident, Deputy Parino has changed her last name to 
“Lewis.” She will be referred to as Deputy Parino throughout this 
case book. 


Suspect iias treated at the scene by Los Angeles County Fire Department (Engine 
30) for complaint of back pain. He was then transported to La Palma Intercommunity 
Hospital for his complaint of back pain. Upon completion of medical treatment, Deputy 
Joe Miranda from the Mental Evaluation Team admitted Suspect Lee for 5150 W.1.C. at 
College Hospital.

On February 2, 2014, Sergeant Ty Lauderdale spoke to Doctor Mark Sharzer 
(radiologist) at La Palma Intercommunity Hospital to verify the results of the C.T.Scan. 
Doctor Sharzer said the fracture to Suspect! back most likely occurred within the 
last five days, but could not say for certain if the fracture was caused from this incident 
or from another incident. 


IAB Note: On February 1, 2014, at 0410, deputies for Cerritos Station used 
force (file #914-00414-2315-145) against Suspect [which 
consisted of control holds and the use of the hobble restraint 
device. During the force incident, Suspect was pulled out of his 
vehicle which resulted in him landing on the ground, on his chest. A 
struggle ensued on the ground in which Suspect was punched 
five to six times to his lower back area. Suspect as 
transported to La Palma Intercommunity Hospital for medical 
treatment and to get an OK to book. X-rays were taken of his back 
which did not reveal any fractures. For details of the incident, see 
Exhibit E.

The location is a single family, two story home.

The following is a summary of the involved deputies’ statements. For more information 
and exact wording, see attached verbatim interview transcripts. 


Deputy Luke Liu, 7 was interviewed on July 28, 2014, at 1412 hours by 
Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Julien Olivier and Todd Knight. The interview was 
conducted at Internal Affairs Bureau, and was digitally audio recorded. 


Deputy Liu stated he responded to C 20y Street in reference to a call he 
assigned himself to as an assisting unit. Upon his arrival, he saw that Deputies Parino 
and Arguello had already arrived. He approached the front door and saw Deputy 
Arguello detaining Suspect Jat gunpoint while giving commands for him to “drop the 
knife.” Deputy Arguello was standing at the front door while Suspect [was at the top 
of the stairs holding two knives (approximately 6” long) in his right hand, above his 
head. Deputy Liu, Deputy Parino, and Deputy Arguello ordered Suspect | drop the 
knives. After numerous commands, he dropped the knives on the floor. 


Deputy Liu ordered Suspect o come down stairs. As he got to the bottom of the 
stairs, Deputy Liu grabbed Sus; ect Es right arm and told him to remain calm so he 
could handcuff him. Suspect tied to pull away from him when Deputy Diaz, who 
had arrived at the location, grabbed Suspects left arm. Suspect continued to 
pull away from them as they struggled to handcuff him. During the struggle, Suspect 
hopped to his knees as he was screaming and yelling. Deputy Liu tried to hold him

up, but could not. After a brief struggle, they were able to force Suspects arms 
behind his back. Deputy Arguello then handcuffed him. 


They escorted Suspect ffto a patrol car and placed him inside. While inside the car, 
Suspect began hitting his head on a window and kicking the inside of the vehicle. 
For Suspect safety, Deputy Liu hobbled him. 


Deputy Liu authored a Supplemental Report following this incident, documenting the 
event and his actions. See Exhibit A. 


Deputy Donald Diaz EO O | was interviewed on July 28, 2014, at 1439 hours by 
Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Julien Olivier and Todd Knight. The interview was 
conducted at Internal Affairs and was digitally audio recorded. 


Deputy Diaz said he responded to the location and as he approached the front door, he 
could hear Deputy Arguello giving commands to someone to “put the knives down.” 
Deputy Diaz looked inside the location and saw Suspect standing at the top of the 
stairs holding two knives in his right hand, above his head. Deputy Diaz went back to 
his patrol car and removed his stun bag, shot gun. He went back into the location and 
saw Suspect [pacing back and forth while telling them to kill him. After numerous 
commands to put the knives down, he dropped the knives. They ordered Suspect [to 
come down stairs and when he did, Deputy Diaz grabbed his left arm. Deputy Liu, who 
had arrived on scene, grabbed Suspect right arm. They told Suspect to put 
his arms behind his back, but he would not comply. Instead, Suspect began twisting 
his body in an attempt to break free from their grasp. As they struggled with him, 
Suspects feet slipped on the floor causing him to fall. As Suspect was falling, 
they guided him to the floor on his stomach. Deputy Arguello then handcuffed Suspect 


Deputy Diaz said he did not put his knee or hands on Suspect E: back nor did he 
see anyone put their knees or hands on Suspect E: back. After assisting Suspect 
to his feet, Deputy Diaz walked away in order to retrieve the knives. 


Deputy Diaz authored a Supplemental Report following this incident, documenting the 
event and his actions. See Exhibit A. 


DEPARTMENT EMPLOYEE WITNESS STATEMENTS: 


The following is a summary of Department witness statements. For additional 
information and exact wording, see attached verbatim interview transcripts. 


Witness Sergeant Ty Lauderdale, #B was interviewed on July 9, 2014, at 0931 


hours by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Julien Olivier and Jose Uribe. The interview 
was conducted at Cerritos Sheriffs Station, and was digitally audio recorded. 
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Witness Lauderdale stated on February 2, 2014, he was working PM shift at Cerritos 
Station as Unit 230S. During his shift he responded to a call for seryj 
Carolyn Street in the city of Cerritos. The call was in reference to a isturbance. 


Upon arriving to the location, he approached the front door. He could hear Deputy 
Arguello, who was at the opened front door, yelling inside the location ordering Suspect 

to “put the knife down.” Also present was Deputy Diaz, Deputy Parino, and Deputy 
Liu. He also — | who was outside the location. As he stepped inside, 
he saw Suspectlpacing back and forth upstairs, while holding a knife 
(approximately 8” long) above his head. He could hear Suspect yelling that he 
wanted to die and that he wanted the deputies to kill him. At the same time, the 
assisting deputies at the location were telling Suspect to put the knife down. After 
numerous commands, Suspect A complied with their orders and put down two knives. 
Initially, Witness Lauderdale only saw one knife in Suspe; hand. It was not until 
Suspect put down the knife that he realized Suspect! had two knives in his 
hand. Suspect ives then told to come down stairs. As he got to the bottom of the 
stairs, Suspect ‘as told to go down to his knees, but he would not comply. Deputy 
Liu then grabbed Suspects left arm as Deputy Diaz grabbed his right arm. Suspect 

began to struggle by tensing his body, and at the same time began slipping on the 
floor. It had been raining and the tile floor was wet. As a result of Suspect slipping 
on the floor, Deputies Liu and Diaz guided Suspectlto the floor, and onto his chest. 
Witness Lauderdale stated it was not a take down. He explained Suspect slipped 
on the wet floor and Deputies Diaz and Liu controlled Suspect Js descent to the 
floor. Once on the floor, Suspect {struggled with Deputies Diaz and Liu by tensing 
up his arms. A short struggle ensued to get Suspect is arms behind his back. Once 
Suspects arms were forced behind his back, he was handcuffed. 


Suspect jas stood up and escorted outside to a patrol car. During the escort, 
Suspect was not walking willingly so Deputies Diaz and Liu had to push/force him 
along while Suspect iiwas yelling at them. Once placed inside a patrol car, Suspect

The interview was 
conducted at Cerritos Sheriffs Station and was digitally audio recorded. 

Witness Parino stated upon her arrival to the location, she and Deputy Arguello 
contacted [Ein front of the location. | archi them that he had been 
involved in an argument with his B (Suspect who tried to attack him. He further 


added that his [was acting crazy and might be under the influence of drugs. 
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The three of them walked up to the front door to the location. At the same time, 
Sergeant Lauderdale arrived to the location and also walked up to the front door. 
Witness Parino had [EEE call out to his who was inside his (Suspect B 
bedroom, which was located upstairs. Initially, Suspect [reusea to come out of his 
room because he thought he would be arrested. When he did come out, Suspect 

was holding two large (6-7 inches) kitchen knives in his right hand. The knives were 
being held at chest/head level. This became an immediate concern for Witness Parino 
because she was concerned for her safety and the safety of her partners. Witness 
Parino and Deputy Arguello began giving commands to Suspect to put the knives 
down, while Witness Parino grabbed her Taser (Electronic Immobilization Device). 
Instead of complying with their commands, Suspect told them to kill him because 
he did not want to live anymore. Witness Parino said this was a suicide by cop type 
scenario. She felt she was dealing with someone who did not want to live anymore and 
wanted the police to kill him. At the same time, Deputy Diaz and Deputy Liu showed up 
to the location. They continued to negotiate with Suspect and were eventually able 
to get him to drop the knives and come down stairs. 


As he was walking down the stairs, he began reaching into his pockets. This was a 
concern for Witness Parino because Suspect ae’ not been searched and he could 
have been reaching for a weapon. As Suspect reached the bottom of the stairs 
Deputy Liu grabbed Suspect right arm while Deputy Diaz grabbed Suspect fills 
left arm. Suspect EEN resisting Deputies Diaz and Liu’ s effort to handcuff him by 
not allowing them to put his hands together behind his back. Instead, Suspect was 
pushing his arms out. Witness Parino also noticed Suspects feet were slipping on 
the wet tile floor during the struggle. During the struggle, Witness Parino heard 
someone tell Suspect ito either go down to his knees or to the floor. Witness Parino 
said Suspect complied as Deputy Liu and Deputy Diaz guided Suspect ito the 
floor, where he laid on his chest. Witness Parino described the term “guided” to the floor 
as a controlled descent to the floor. Suspect continued to resist Deputies Liu and 
Diaz by pushing his arms out from his sides. After a short struggle to put Suspect ils 


arms behind his back, Deputy Arguello was able to handcuff Suspect At no time 
during the struggle did Witness Parino see anyone put their hands or knees on Suspect 
lower back. 


Suspect iwas assisted to his feet and escorted outside to a patrol car. During the 
escort, Suspect complained of lower back pain.

Witness Ramiro Arguello #8] was interviewed on July 15, 2014, at 1441 hours 
by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Julien Olivier and Jose Uribe. The interview was 
conducted at Cerritos Sheriffs Station and was digitally audio recorded. 


Witness Arguello stated upon arriving to the location with Deputy Parino, he saw 
D. his S in front of the location. Witness Arguello went

door of the location with him in order for him to get Suspect io come out of the 
house.

They (Witness Arguello, Deputy Parino, and [EEE walked up to the front door of 
the location and [IEEE yelled into the house for Suspect to come down stairs. 
Suspectlfbegan yelling at IEEE from inside his bedroom (located upstairs), 
and eventually came out. Witness Arguello could only see Suspect body from his 
legs down due to where he (Witness Arguello) was standing. Witness Arguello noticed 
that [EE looked panicked and began shutting the front door of the location. 


Witness = stopped the door from closing and asked [EE what he was 


doing. told him that Suspect had a knife. Witness Arguello looked at 
Suspect nd saw that he was holding a knife by the handle with the blade up in the 
air. Witness Arguello drew his duty weapon and gave commands to Suspect to 
drop the knife. Suspect Began acting hysterical by pacing back and forth, yelling, 
“Fuck You,” and saying he did not want to live anymore. During this time period, Deputy 
Diaz, Deputy Liu, and Sergeant Lauderdale showed up to the location. After giving 
numerous commands to drop the knife, Sus ect lldropped two knives while upstairs. 
Witness Arguello did not realize Suspect had two knives in his hand until he 
dropped them. 


Suspect walked down to the bottom of the stairs while yelling at them that he did 
not want to go to prison. Once at the bottom of the stairs, he was ordered by Witness 
Arguello and Deputy Liu to drop to his knees. Suspect] continued to yell and would 
not comply with their orders. Deputy Liu grab Suspect right arm. Suspect 

began pulling away from Deputy Liu while twisting his body. Deputy Diaz then grabbed 
Suspect left arm. Suspecilfresisted Deputies Liu and Diaz’ efforts to control 
him and put his arms behind his back by trying to pull away from them. At the same 
time, Deputies Liu and Diaz were trying to control Suspect against the south wall of 
the house. During the struggle, it appeared to Witness Arguello that Suspect Bieither 
slipped or lost his balance causing him to go down to his knees. Once on his knees, 


Deputies Liu and Diaz guided Suspect o the floor, placing him on his chest. 
Suspect ffbegan twisting his upper body and continued to yell at them. After a short 
struggle, they were able to get Suspect arms behind his back and handcuff him. 


Once handcuffed, Suspect continued to move his body by twisting his upper torso, 
as he continued to yelling. 


Suspect ffremained handcuffed on the floor for approximately two minutes. He was 
then stood up, and escorted by Witness Arguello and Deputy Liu to Witness Arguello’ s 
patrol car.

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NON- EMPLOYEE WITNESS STATEMENTS 


Witness B25 interviewed on June 25, 2014, at 1333 hours, by Internal 
Affairs Bureau Sergeants Julien Olivier and Jose Uribe. The interview was conducted 
at [Carolyn Street, in the city of Cerritos, and was digitally audio recorded. 


Witness EEE said he had an argument with Suspect iiinich resulted in him 
(Witness E calling the police. When the police arrived, he spoke to them out front of 
his house. He then went to the front door of his house and called inside for Suspect 

to come outside. When Suspect [came out of his bedroom, the police (Deputy 
Sheriff's) told him to move away. He then walked outside near his garage. He could 
hear the deputies telling SuspectfJto drop a knife. Witness MEMME ic not see 
the knife. 


The next thing Witness EEE saw was Suspect icing escorted outside. He 
did not see what happened inside the location between Suspect] and the deputies. 
The deputies then threw Suspect fon the grass where he sat for approximately ten 
minutes. 


IAB Note: No one, including Suspect fj ever mentioned Suspect icing 
thrown onto the grass. 


IAB Note: During Witness [Es interview, he said he did not witness 
what happened in the house between Suspect Jana the 
deputies. Later in his interview he said he saw Suspect fon the 
floor struggling with the deputies, while inside the location. 


IAB Note: Following this incident, i! A onc iY 
were interviewed by Sergeant Lauderdale because they were 
present during this incident. The interviews were audio recorded. 
They stated they did not witness the use of force incident. For their 
complete statements, refer to Exhibit C, under file “Sergeant 
Lauderdale’s Interviews. 


Although EEE did not witness the force incident, he was present as this 
incident unfolded, and provided pertinent information into this investigation. He 
will be referred to as Witness 


Witness was interviewed on June 25, 2014, at 1357 hours, by Internal 
Affairs Bureau Sergeants Julien Olivier and Jose Uribe. The interview was conducted 
at [carolyn Street, in the city of Cerritos. The interview was digitally audio 
recorded.

Witness EE then went and sat inside his car, which was parked in their 
driveway, pending the arrival of the police. His also went into his

The police showed up and he and his [spoke to them. After speaking to them, 
Witness went back inside his car. Witness|fcould see the deputies 
talking to h but could not hear what they were saying because his windows to 
his vehicle were rolled up. 


Witness [EEE remained in his vehicle as he saw the deputies approach the front 
door of his home and go out of sight. He could not see what was happening because 
his view was blocked by the side of his house. Witness [EEE could hear yelling 
but could not make out what was being said due to his windows still being rolled up. A 
few minutes later, he saw the deputies escorting Sus ect out the front of his house 
and into a police car. During the escort, Suspect was handcuffed and the police had 
his (Suspect [M] arms pulled up causing his o bend forward, as if they were 
dragging him. 


Witness [further stated that when Suspect iii ee he complained 
about his back hurting. He said he thought the pain to his back might have 


something to do with the weather, or possibly a pinched nerve.

SUSPECT INTERVIEW: 

Suspect was interviewed on February 2, 2014, by Cerritos Sheriff's Station Watch 
Commander Lieutenant Joel Barnett and Sergeant Ty Lauderdale. The interview was 


conducted at La Palma Intercommunity Hospital, and was video recorded. 


Suspectstated he was upset with his because his [kept moving his 
personnel belongings. During their argument, his icalled the police. The police 
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(Deputy Sheriffs) arrived while he was upstairs holding a seven inch knife in his hand. 
The deputies told him to drop the knife and he complied. He then walked down stairs 
and was tackled to the ground and handcuffed. He was then placed inside a patrol car. 


Suspect complained of back pain as a result of this incident. He further added that 
he had recently (prior to his incident) been medically treated at the hospital for back 
pain. Suspect stated the injury to his lip was not caused from this incident, but from 
another incident, which occurred last night in which he was arrested. 


IAB Note: Lieutenant Barnett obtained information from the medical staff that 
Suspect naa been medically treated at the hospital two days 
ago, and one week prior, for back pain. 


Suspect stated that he had smoked marijuana prior to the deputies arriving, and 
had used methamphetamine a few days prior to the incident.

Suspect was interviewed on June 25, 2014, at 1253 hours by Internal Affairs 
Bureau Sergeants Julien Olivier and Jose Uribe. The interview was conducted at [EE 
Carolyn Street, in the city of Cerritos, and was digitally audio recorded. 


Suspect [stated he got into an argument with his and his called the 
police. When the police (Deputy Sheriff's) arrived, he grabbed two knives because he 
felt threatened by the deputies. He remained upstairs while the deputies were at his 
front door telling him to put down the knives down. He eventually put down the knives 
and walked down stairs. Once he got to the bottom of the stairs, approximately five 
deputies grabbed him. Suspect tensed up his body and tried to move around as 
the deputies forced him to the ground. He resisted their efforts due to the pain he was 
experiencing in his back. He landed on his knees and then onto his chest. While on the 
floor, he struggled with the deputies because he “does not like being in that position.” 
The deputies handcuffed him, stood him up, and escorted him to a patrol car. Once 
inside the car, he began banging his head on a window because he was frustrated. 


IAB Note: Initially, Suspect stated that the deputies did not put their 
hands or knees on his back while he was on the ground, nor was 
he hit. He recanted his statement and said someone hit him a few 
times to his back, and someone put their knee on his lower back. 
See page 14, of Suspect Lee’s transcripts, for more details. 


Suspect stated he had videotaped the incident with the use of 
his cell phone, but he no longer has a copy of the video. 


Following this incident, Suspect stated he was seen by a doctor who diagnosed him 
with being Bipolar and Schizophrenic.
